This Hybrid is resistant to drought, chinch 
bugs and disease. It is adapted to a wide 
range of soils. We consider it one of the heav- 
iest yielders obtainable on rich land. Nat- 
urally on thin land it will produce less but 
compared with other kinds on the same soil 
it will prove its superior productiveness, 

This variety is similar to U. S. 13 but ear- 
lier in maturity and can be grown well into 
north central Iowa and east and west in sec- 
tions having similar conditions, Also grown 
in southern Iowa and sections further south 
when somewhat earlier maturity is desired. 

In its maturity class we do not be- 
lieve there is a Hybrid that will beat 
it for yields, quality and all around 
satisfactory performance and profit.

This variety will 
fill that need exactly for farmers living in sec- 
tions similar to that from northern Iowa down 
south for about % the way through the state. 
This takes in parts of Nebraska and goes east 
through Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, Pennsylvania 
and West Virginia. 


Perhaps you may be acquainted with the 
Iowa 939 which is very widely grown through- 
out this area. Berry’s 615 is made up of three 
of the same inbreds. By changing one inbred 
we have made a corn which has a longer ear 
and a straighter one. It is superior in strength 
of stalk and root and there is less ear drop- 
page. 

Thus the good, sound qualities of 939 have 
been retained and these superior factors added. 
If there is much difference between varieties 
as to adaptability to soil types we would con- 
Sider this to be well adapted to thinner soils, 
However, it is also excellent for better land 
and responds to increased fertility by really 
rolling out the bushels. Because of its earlier 
maturity it is an excellent selection on land 
of medium to low fertility. In sections sub- 
ject to heat and drought this earlier maturity 
is also a big advantage.

This corn starts fast in the spring and matures early in the fall. The strong stalks un- 
der average conditions grow around 9 feet and they are quite leafy. While it is grown 
chiefly for grain this leafy growth makes it well adapted for ensilage. The tength of 
the ear and depth of the grain is extra good for such early maturity. That makes it pro- 
duce exceptionally well. 


This 405 has proven even a better yielder than some of the later maturing kinds. In 
actual tests it outyielded them by a big margin. It husks easily by hand and is good for 
machine picking. It is also very good for shredding. We know this is just the kind of 
corn many farmers are looking for and we recommend it highly to those wanting a top 
notch early maturing Hybrid.

Getting a Stand 


Brome Grass is sometimes a little slow in starting. Best results are obtained by 
preparing a good fine solid seed bed same as you would for alfalfa. May be sown 
either in spring or fall when moisture conditions are favorable to start it. The 
seeds are large and light and sometimes a little difficulty is had in feeding it 
through drill spouts. Mixing with sand or dirt or a peck or two of oats per acre 
helps. Keep it stirred and mixed in the box. An endgate seeder may be used. 
Some practice hand sowing. The seed should have a light covering but deep cover- 
ing should be avoided. Wherever possible use a cultipacker or roller aftér seeding. 
Sow.about 18 to 20 lbs. per acre alone. In mixture use 8 to 10 lbs. of Brome. 
Eight pounds each of Alfalfa and Brome is a good mixture. Remember it grows 
slowly the first year. What may appear a poor stand the first year is usually sur- 
prisingly good the second.
